been irreparably damaged by the arti­ 
cles published in the Dearbo rn Inde­ 
pendent.

During periods of high prices stock­ 
men are tem pted to put on more cattle 
than the range can support without 
showing the effect in ”<>1'owing years. 
There Is also a tendency to stock heav­ 
ily when pastures are especially good 
to recover losses sustained during bad 
years, with tlie frequent result that the 
gamble is carried too far. 
The conservative cattlemen, says the 
department; who have developed the 
Industry to its present high standard 
and acquired greater success in the 
range area,, have learned to stock their 
pastures to meet adverse or subnormal 
years. 
When very good years come 
along additional stock is bought and 
held for a short time*to make profit­ 
able use of the ex tra grass without 
tax ing the range too much. 
On the 
other hand, many stockmen use up too 
much of the pasture and reduce the 
vigor of the palatable plants. 
The departm ent says it is nex t to im­ 
possible to give definite figures on the 
carrying capacity of the range. 
The 
ex tremely wide variation is shown bv 
an investigation of a range area in 
New Mex ico where the rainfall was 
practically the same. 
Here the acre­ 
age varied from 25 to 125 acres per 
cow per year.

Favor Dormant Spraying 
Because of Idle Hours 
When speaking of pruning, the words 
“spring pruning” arc generally used 
when 
“dorm ant 
pruning” 
is 
really 
meant. 
Mu<h of this dormant pruning 
can he accomplished during the winter 
months. 
At tins season there is more 
slack time in the orchard than at any 
>ther. 
If pruning is left until spring, 
the rush of spring work often arrives 
before the trees are till worked over in 
the orchard. 
'The habit of leaving the 
dormant pruning until early spring, as 
a rule, results in one of two tilings, 
either a 
continuation 
of operations 
long aft.tr the sap has begun to move, 
with 
consequent 
poor 
healing 
of 
wounds; or results in unavoidably slip­ 
shod work over a large part of the 
orchard due to a desire to finish the 
pruning and get at other important 
seasonal 
operations. 
By 
making a 
start in the early winter, working on 
days when climatic conditions are not 
too severe, the work can be completed 
early enough in the season to avoid 
Interference with early spring duties.
